provide for Issuance of state bonds to 
refund county road bonds coming due 
d urin g the nex t ten years. 
The total of these approx imates 
$33,000,000. 
The state bond issue in the pro ­ 
posed bill would be redeemed out of 
the general ta x money. 
Should thie bill and other auto m o ­ 
bile and hig hw ay legislation pass at 
this session Minnesotans would be 
paying for roads by means of sqveral 
different 
tax es,

lum berjacks and the early lumbering 
days of this state which Mr. Orcutt 
read at the 75th annu a l meeting of 
the Historical society of Minnesota, 
held recently In St. P au l: 


This is a rather difficult subject to 
write a story about, for the lum ber­ 
jacks we have known were composed 
of all kinds of men. good, bud and In 
different, from all walks of life and 
they represented many phases of h u ­ 
man character. 
A* a class or type 
they were unique and peculiar to th e 
lumber industry; the ir general traits 
were similar but they differed indi­ 
vidually in intelligence, morality and 
habits, as much as do men in othe r 
line* of endeavor. 
In the northwest they were known 
as lumberjacks, hut in Maine 
and 
eastern Canada where lumbering was 
first carried on in America, 
In 
a 
large way, they were called "slmnty- 
men" or woods-nien” and the forests 
or lumber regions were known there 
as “ The Bush,” and in the northwest 
as the pinery. 
In the early days of logging in M in­ 
nesota. Wisconsin and Michigan, the 
nationalities of the lumberjacks who 
worked in the woods, on the drives 
and in the sawmill* were largely of 
Scotch, Irish or F re nch extractions 
but In later 
years 
Scandinavians 
were added to this list. 
The S can­ 
dinavians were a beneficial adjunct 
to the lumber business here, a* l u m ­ 
bering was almost a hereditary occu­ 
pation w’lth those people. They were 
descended from a long line of ances­ 
tor* who had lived in northern Kur- 
ope for centuries, wht» re it was neces­ 
sary to endure the hardships of a 
rigorous climate, and to understand 
woods-crnft from Its many angles. 
The 
old-time lumberjacks 
were 
mighty men In many ways; 
mighty 
of bone and sinew, hardy, self-reliant 
resourceful and they possessed great 
courage and endurance. Nothing was 
too hazardous or difficult for th em to 
tackle and they knew the forest as 
well as the husbandm en knew their 
farms. 
These men were bound together in 
a sort of fraternity, w ith no w ritte n 
code or ritual, but by an understood 
bond of brotherhood. 
They would 
fight at the drop of the hat for each 
other, or in defense of the weak or 
for what they conceived to be th e 
right aud they were a bad lot to have 
as enemies. 
They had great respect, 
am ounting almost to reverence, for a 
good fighter or for a man of great 
physical 
prowess. 
Almost 
every 
camp had a bully of whom the men 
wero very proud. 
A* a rule they 
were loyal to th eir 
employer 
and 
were above the average in honesty. 
The camp life of th e lumberjacks, 
in the old days, was one of privation 
and hardship. 
T h ey were poorly 
housed and fed. They were far aw ay 
from medical aid if they should b e ­ 
come sick or were u nfortu nate 
in 
having accidents. 
T h e only way to 
reach this aid was by team and 
it 
took several days of hard driving to 
make the trip down river to w h e n 
there were doctors and hospitals. 
It 
was very important to avoid as much 
as possible being sick and to use ex­ 
tra precaution 
in preventing acci­ 
dents.

camps had to be rigidly enforced in 
order to avoid friction among the 
men. 
One of the rules of the camp, 
which was supposed to be observed to 
the letter, was. th e crew* must “ tu rn 
in“ promptly at 9 p. m., every nig ht 
except Saturday; another was th a t 
the y must " t u rn ou t ” promptly in 
the m orning when th e cook called.
